Dear Treasurer:

This letter is prompted by the Commission’s preliminary review of the report(s)
referenced above, This notice requests information essential to fall public disclosure of
your federal election campaign finances, Failure to adequately respond by the
response date noted above could result in an audit or enfnrcement action. Additional

information is needed for the following 2 items:

1. Commission Regulations rtequire thai a committee disclose the
identification of all individuals who contribute in excess of $200 in a
calendar year. (11 CFR §104.3(a)(4)(1)) [dentification for an individual is
defined as the full name, mailing address, occupation and name of
employer, (11 CFR §100.12) Your report discloses contributions from
individuals for which the identification is not complete.

You must provide the-missing information, or if vou are unable to do so,
you must demonsirate that “best efforts” have been used to obtain the
information. To establish “best efforts,” you must provide the
Commission with a detailed description of your procedures for requesting
the information. Establishing “best efforts” is a three-fold process.

First, your original solicitation must include a c¢lear and conspicuous
request for the contributor information and must inform the contributor of
the requirements of federal law for the reporting of such information. (11

CFR §104.7(b)(1))

Second, if the inforination is not provided, you must make one follow-up,
stand alone effort to obtain this information, regardless of whether the
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contribution(s) was solicited or not. This effort must occur no later than 30
days after receipt of the contribution and may be in the form of a written
request or an oral request documented in writing. (11 CFR § 104.7(b)(2))
The request must:

e clearly ask for the missing information, without soliciting a
contribution;

e inform the contributor of the requirements of federal law for the
reporting of such information, and

o if the request is written, include a pre-addressed post card or return
entvelope.

Third, if you receive contribufor information afier the contribution(s) has
been reported, you shall either a) file with your next regularly scheduled
report, an amended memo Schedule A listing all the contributions for which
additional information was received; or b) file on or before your next
regularly scheduled reporting date, amendments to the report(s) originally
disclosing the contribution(s). (11 CFR §104.7(b}4))

Please provide the missing information or a detailed deseription of your
procedures for requesting the information. For more information on
demenstrating “best efforts,” please refer to the Campaign Guide.

2. Your Mid-Year Report {1/1/07-6/30/07) discloses limited payments for
administrative expenses. Administrative expenses are payments made for
the purpose of operating a political committee including, but not limited to,
rent, utilitics, salaries, telephone service, office equipment and supplies.
Any such payments to a person aggregating in excess of $200 in a calendar
year must be disclosed on Schedule(s) B supporting Line 21(b) of the
Detailed Summary Page. 2 U.S.C. §434(b)(5) If these expenses are being
paid by a connected organization, your Statement of Organization must be
amended to reflect thts relationship. 2 U.S.C. §433(b}2) In additton, if
expenses have been incurred but not paid in a reporting period, the activity
should be disclosed as a debt on Schedule D, if the obligation 1s $500 or
more, or outstanding for sixty days or more. 11 CFR §104.11

Any goods or services provided to your committee by a person, except
volunteer activity (i.e., a person's time), would be considered an in-kind
contribution from that person, and would be subject to the disclosure
requiretnents of 2 U.S.C. §434(b}3) and 11 CFR §104.13, and the
limitations and prohibitions of 2 U.S.C. §§441a and 441b,
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Clarification regarding administrative expenses should be disclosed during
each twe-year glection cycle beginning with the first report filed in the
non-election year. Please verify that all expenses referenced above (i.e.,
rent, salanes, utilities, etc.) have been adequately disclosed. If volunieers
have provided these services, please confirm this in writing.

Please note, vou will not receive an additional notice fromn the Commission on
this matter. Adequate responses must be received by the Commission on or before the
due date noted above to be taken into consideration in determining whether audit action
will be mnitiated. Failure to comply with the provisions of the Act may also result in an
enforcement action against the committee. Any response submitted by your commuittee
will be placed on the public record and will be considered by the Commission prior {o
taking enforcement action. Requests for extensions of time in which to respond will

not be considered.

Electronic filers must file amendments (to include statements, designations and
reports) in an electronic formai and must submit an amended report in its entirety. rather
than just those portions of the report that are being amended. If you should have any
